Salaries of full-time faculty continued to increase faster than 
inflation through the 1984-85 academic year. Full-time instructional 
faculty on 9-month contracts at institutions of hi^er education in the 
United states earned an average salary (all academic ranks combined) of 
$30,400 in academic year 1984-85, up 12 percent from the average of 
$27,200 2 years before. This rate of increase exceeded the 8 percent 
inflation rate during approxijnately the same time period. The percent 
change in real income for the 2-year period was; 4 percent, continuing the 
upward trend that started in 1981-82 with a 0.5 percent gain, followed by 
a 2 percent gain in 1982-83.^ 

These are among the findings derived from data reported by the 2,915 
institutions of hi^er education that responded to the Center for 
Education Statistics' Hi(^er Education General Information Survey (HBGIS) 
of Salaries, Tenure, and Fringe Benefits of Full-^rime Instructional 
Faculty, Academic Year 1984-85.-^

• ^-^f-^^®^^® salary of instructional faculty nationwide, ojrtibining all 
institutions and academic ranks, was $30,400 in 1984-85 (tabl= l) 
Salaries ranged from a high of $39,700 for prof essors to a lav of' $20 200 
tor instructors. However, instructors received the largest salary 
increase over the 2-year period fixm 1982-83 to 1984-85— a 15 percent 
increase over their 1982-83 salary of $17,600. The smallest 2-year gain 
in salary was among faculty with no academic rank, whose 1984-85 salary of 
527,700 increased only 8 percent over the $25,600 figure reported in 
1982*83* 



Differences in Salaries, by T ^ el and Control of Institution 

Four-year institutions r^rted higher average salaries ($31,300) 
tiian their 2-year counterparts ($27,500) (table 2) . However, when viewed 
by academic rank, instructors and "no academic rank" faculty averaqed 
hi^ier salaries at 2-year institutions. Instructors received $22,100 at 
2-year and $19,300 at 4-year institutions. Faculty in the "no ac4demic 
rank" category received $28,000 at 2-year and $22,000 at 4-year schools. 

^ The difference in earnings by academic rank at 4- and 2-year 
msuijutions was greatest for professors and least for assistant 
professors. Professors at 4-year institutions earned an average of $6,800 
inore than their colleagues at 2-year schools, while assistant professora 
m 4-year schools averaged only $600 more than their 2-year counterparts. 

Publicly-controlled institutions continued to pay higher average 
salaries than the private sector~$3 0,600 versus $29,900. However, the 
rate of increase in average salaries was greater at private (13 percent) 
^ 5®^^^ institutions from 1982-83 to 1984-85, in^easing 

from $26,400 to $29,900, and from $27,500 to $30,600, respectively/* ^ 

The faster growth of salaries at private schools also slightly 
narrowed the salary gap with public schools: while the average salary at 
private schools was 96 percent of the public school average in 1982-83 
the figure rose to 98 percent in 1984-85. o^, 

only at the rank of professor did average salaries at private schools 
exceed Jhose at public schools. Salaries ragged from $20,900 fo?

$18,400 to $40,300 at private schools.

Bie^ difference in average salaries by academic rank at public and 
private institutions was greatest for instructional faculty in the "no 
academic rank" category and least for professors. Professors 
onployed at publicly-controlled institutions averaged only $800 less than 
their colleagues at privately-controlled institutions, ^^ereas "no 
academic rank" faculty averaged $8,000 less at private schools. 

When institutions were examined by control and by level, a wide 
salary gap was apparent between 2-year public and 2-year private schools. 
Instructional faculty at 4-year public institutions averaged earnings only 
5 percent hi(^er than those at 4-year private schools; faculty at 2-year 
public schools earned, on average, 51 percent more than their colleagues 
at 2-year schools in the private sector. Ihis difference was especially 
substantial for _ lecturers, who made 98 percent more at 2-year public than 
2-year private institutions ($22,300 versus $11,300).

Ala-ska was the only State vAiere 2-year institutions paid their 
instructional faculty higher average salaries than 4-year institutions 
($43,200 versus $40,200) . Ihis was further narrowed down to the 2-year 
p-jblic sector in Alaska, since the state, reported no 2-year private 
schools of hi^er education. 



Surrey Mjethodoloay 

This report hi^i<^ts data from the 1334-85 survey of Salaries 
Tenure, and Fringe Benefits of Full-Tiins Instructional F^cu3.ty, conducted 
as part of vJie I9th annual Hi^er Education General Infomation Stirvey 
(HEGIS) . The universe of 3,379 institutions of hi^er education located 
throu^out the United states and its territories was determined by the 
1984-85 HEGIS survey of Institutional Characteristics. Of these 
institutions, 2,915 responded—a response rate of 86 percent. 

Data were collected on instructional faculty employed (incl\ading 
those under contract but not in the payroll system) by postsecondary 
education institutions as of October l, 1984.' Only full-time 
instructional faculty on 9- and 12-month salary contracts are included in 
this survey. Ihe confidentiality or individuals' salaries is protected by 
deleting salary data in any data cell reporting fewer than three persons 
from publications and the data tape. 

Data were edited for major reporting and keypunch errors and 
cor^ist^cy with the previous survey year's response. Institutions were 
contacted vtien data problems could not be resolved by survey editors 
Salary data omitted by respondents were not imputed. Also, no data of any 
kind were imputed for the 464 nonrespondents to the survev, because the 
survey form used to collect the 1984-85 data was signific^y different 
from the one used in 1982-83, the last year data are available for this 
survey.
